We-havo received copies of the proapeo- 
tus of the cleventh centennial celebration 
of the founding of the city of Kyoto in 
connection with the fourth National Indus. 
trial Exhibition, to be held in tle same 
City from April Lto.July 31. From the 
prospectus, we take the following extracts, 
which may induce Hongkong residents who 
inteud visiting Jnpan during tho next 
four months to pay special attention to 
Kyoto :— ; .
